Belgian9 Prepare to Improve the 
dition of Oppressed Natives. 


Belgians who have taken the most 
prominent part iti the long drawn out 
campaign for the reform of the Congo 
are ready to take active steps to promote 
the cause which they have at heart. 
A scheme has b een propounded b y M. 
Renkin, the minister of the colonies, as 
the result of a prolonged journey of per­ 
sonal inquiry and ob servation in the Con­ 
go. 
Its main features are the recognition 
of the right of the natives to harvest the 
products of the soil and the opening up 
of th« » colony t«> freedom of commerce. 
These r e fo r m s are to b e b rought ab out 
in three stages, to b ecome operative as 
from July 1, 19 10, over an area equal, 
roughly, to ab out half that of the whole 
colony, which includes the greater part 
of the Belgian b ank of the I ’b angi, b oth 
b anks of the lower an« l middle Congo as 
far as Stanleyville and its upper b asin 
in the K atanga, and the whole b asin of 
the Kasai. On July 1, 15)11, they will b e­ 
come operative over a further ar« *a com­ 
prising the left b ank of the Limlub a and 
the b asin of the Uele, and ou July 1, 
11)12, their operation will b e extended to 
the rest of the colony. 
From their operation, 
however, 
tire 
w ithdraw n the territories liehl b y conces­ 
sionary companies with whom the gov­ 
ernment reserve to themselves the right 
of 
making 
ultimately 
l’rt» sh 
arrange­ 
ments, as also certain reservations for 
the estab lishment of state plantations. 
Forced lab or will disappear with the 
introduction of these reforms, and the 
payment of taxes in money will b e sub ­ 
stituted for payment in kind. 
Though the Expose des Motifs present» 
ed to the Belgian cham b ers with the 
financial b ill for 1SH0 gives a full and 
interesting outline of his scheme of re­ 
forms. 'there are assuredly many points 
which still re<iuire elucidation and some 
which will provoke criticism. 
T he Belgian reformers b elieve that M. 
Renkin’s scheme is on the whole a rea­ 
sonab le 
and 
satisfactory 
scheme, 
and 
ab ove all a practical scheme, that the 
Belgian government is sincerely deter­ 
mined to carry it through, and that, even 
if there were any sufficient reason for 
doub ting th« » ir sincerity, the Belgian na­ 
tion is in earnest and has the means of 
enforcing the execution of the reforms 
b y 
the exercise of the parliam entary 
control with which it is now for the 
first time investe« ! over the affairs of 
the Congo us a consequence of annexa­ 
tion.

“ American surg*» ons employ 
tie surgery, which w* have put 
an« » ptic surgery. 
For several 
have not used antiseptics and I 
prise« ! to find them still in use in the 
American hospitals. 
It has b een demon­ 
strated that infection in aseptic surgery 
is extremely small and that is not the 
ease in the use of antiseptics. 
“ Your surgeons art* men of skill, b ut 
I have seen no really expeditious opera­ 
tion here. 
In my clinic th** most compli­ 
cated operation dees not occupy forty 
minutes and that time seems short for 
an ordinary operation here. 
As the an- 
aesthetic is effective for no longer tim e 
than that, expedition b y the surgeons 
is essential.

Although I did not 
expect to presume to perform operations 
here with my own hand, it was highly 
im portant that when I administered the 
anaesthetic I should b e ab le to direct 
the operating surgeons. 
“ H ow different it is in my own prac­ 
tice. The chair is adjustab le to all posi­ 
tions. 
My attendants are trained, swift, 
silent. Proper instrum ents are at hand, 
exactly suited to the work to he done.!

Ph iladelph ia, Feb. 22.—Th e captain 
general of th e arm y of carm en wh o 
are striking against th e Ph iladelph ia 
Rapid T ransit company , C. O. Pratt, 
was arrested last nigh t and jugged, 
ch arged with conspiracy and inciting 
riot. 
P ratt was deligh ted, and wh en 
th e cell door slam m ed upon h im h e 
skipped up and down th e stone floor, 
wh istling and laugh ing. 
Th e director of public safety , Henry 
Clay , wh o bosses, under May or Rey - 
burn, a force of police th at h as proved 
wh olly ineffective, called four plain­ 
cloth es men into h is office last even­ 
ing and told th em to get th e strike 
leader w h erever h e could be found. 
He h ad an idea, did Clay , th a t P ra tt 
would sh ow figh t and th at th ere would 
h e a fine sh indy th at would furth er 
discredit th e strikers. 
Th e q uartet of sleuth s h eard th at 
P ratt was taking dinner at a re sta u­ 
rant and th ey approach ed th e place 
after th e m anner of sleuth s, going by 
back streets and avoiding th e electric 
ligh ts. 
Th ey bounced into th e re sta u­ 
rant suddenly and located P ra tt at a 
table with J. J. Murph y , president of 
th e Central Labor Union; P eter Dris­ 
coll, president of th e A m algam ated 
Union, th e organization th a t is on 
strike, and one or two lieutenants. 
O’Connor, one of th e detectives, touch ­ 
ed P ra tt on th e sh oulder. 
“ I h ave a 
w arrant for y our arrest,” said th e de­ 
tective. 
“Fine,” said P ratt. 
“You’ll h ave to come righ t along,” 
said O’Connor. 
“Deligh ted,” said th e strike leader, 
“but th ere Is not any rush , I guess. 
Sit down and h ave dinner with us.” 
“C an’t be done,” said O’Connor. 
“W e ’ll h ave a drink, any way ,” P ra tt 
suggested.

Windows, Partitions and Plaster Blown 
Out, but Tenants Escape. 
W ith terrific force a steam w ater heat­ 
er exploded in th© building, 416 W est 
Forty-second street, Chicago,

th© store of Br rob & Wilson, machin­ 
ists and 
steamfitters’ 
supplies on the 
ground floor, and doing much damage on 
the tw’o upper floors.

upper floors. 
T he arrival of the re­ 
serves from two police stations prevent­ 
ed a panic, and the firemen extinguished 
trifling fires started by gas. 


The Liability of the Carrier. 
T he appellate court of the F irst dis­ 
trict at Chicago has held that an express 
company is liable for the full value of 
goods destroyed in transit through the 
ueiriigenre of the carrier, rather than the 
arbitrary value of $50 placed on all ex­ 
press packages where the value is not 
specifically stated by the shipper when 
the consignment is made. 
The court 
found its authority for the ruling in the 
Illinois statute w*hich denies the carrier 
the right to limit the common law lia­ 
bility by any stipulation or limitation e-x 
pressed in the receipt given for the goods 
to be transported. 
The case was ap­ 
pealed by Rodman B. Ellison and others 
of Philadelphia against the Adams E x ­ 
press company.

“ How any men of the present day can 
be proud of the D eclaration of Independ­ 
ence, which applies to but one-half of 
the people, or of the Constitution, that 
allows only one-half of the people to 
govern themselves, is something I can­ 
not understand,” said 
Mrs. 
Belmont. 
“To me it represents the grossest injus­ 
tice. 
Will you wait until this injustice 
creates another w*ar? 
I do not mean by 
this a w ar such as men have alw ays 
w aged—of bloodshed and death—but one 
of hitter antagonism, almost of hatred, 
between the sexes.

The governm ent is preparing to go a ft­ 
er the night riders of K entucky and 
Tennessee 
by 
beginning 
proceedings 
against the Burley Tobacco society, on 
the ground that it is a combination and a 
conspiracy under the term s of the Sher­ 
man A nti-Trust law. The departm ent of 
justice is investigating its operations on 
th a t ground. 
Agents who have been 
making inquiries concerning the methods 
of the association have reached the con­ 
clusion that the organization is connected 
with the depredations of the night rid­ 
ers. Officials in charge of the inquiry 
now purpose to present the m a tte r to the 
courts. 
T h e departm ent, however, is 
undecided w hether the proceeding shall 
be civil or criminal. 
W ith th at point de­ 
cided, the m atter will receive prom pt a t­ 
tention. 
The Burley society is a strong 
organization, composed largely of fa rm ­ 
ers. 
Its members contend th a t they have 
been forced to band themselves together 
to resist the operations of the American 
Tobacco company, which, they charge, 
has systematically depressed the market 
for K entucky and Tennessee tobacco and 
kept prices down to the lowest point. 
They also allege th at the Tobacco B u s t 
has driven down its prices on raw to­ 
bacco, while making no reductions iii the 
finished products sold by it and m anu­ 
factured from the Kentucky and Tennes­ 
see leaf.

were called, were tabooed, and anybody 
who wore one risked having it smashed 
at sight. 
W hile iii England garm ents have been, 
m ade unfashionable by figuring at th e 
execution of criminals, iii 
F rance 
th® 
public executioner at one time actually 
set the fashion. 
Samson, the execution­ 
er, was famous for the richness of his at* 
tire and attracted such attention there­ 
by that jiu»t before the revolution he 
was forbidden to w ear blue, which w as 
a nobleman’s color. 
By way of protest 
he made himself even more gorgeous, aud 
despite his office made the green cloth 
which he adopted fashionable with th© 
court dandies, who imitated both th© 
cut and color of 
his 
clothes.—Loudon 
Chronicle.
